NAVAL NEEDS HA JIPERED 
Lausanne) He turned to the! 
Liberals. Was Lausanne a success?

“ Lastly there is the visit To Rome. 

*’ i do not wish to treat this visit, too 
seriously," proceeded Mr, Churchill, 
and,' playing on the emotions of tho 


House, he soon had members of all 1 
parties laughing Ihcmscives sore at the 
ridiculous figure he made the Prime- 
Minister. 

Sir John Simon was hit, too. lie hid 
his feelings with a well-practised smile 
and a forced laugh.. Hut Mr. Mac- 
Donald squirmed in Iris scat. 

“No doubt,*’ said Mr. Churchill, “it 
was a very pleasant expedition. No 
doubt it gave a great deal of pleasure' 
to Signor Mussoliiii — the «same sort of 
pleasure as a thousand years ago was i 
given to a Pope when an' Cm pc tor paid 
a visit to Can ossa.'* 

MODERN DON QUIXOTE 
{The Emperor Henry IV. bad then to 
wait two days in his shirt in the snow 
for an audience.) - 
“And it, no doubt, gave a great deal 
of pleasure to spectators to sec the 1 
master of sentimental words and the 
tnasier of grim and rugged action meet- 
ing together in- friendly intercourse.- 
'‘Well, we have got our modern Don 
Quixote home again .(laughter) with 
Sanclio piinztv tmore laughter) at bis 
mil (roars of laughter), bearing with 
them these somewhat dubious trophies 
which they have collected amid the 
nervous tine rings or Europe. i 

“Lei us hope that now Mr. Mac- 
Donald is safely back again among us 
he will llr*t of ail take a good rest. 

'* After that wc hope, he will devoie 
Himself, to the urgent 'domestic tasks 
which await him here, which concern 
tho well-being of millions of his poorer 
fellow subject?, and that he wifi leave 
the conduct of foreign affairs, at any 
rate for u little while, tovbe transacted 
by our competent Ambassadors through 
the normal diplomatic channels " 

This whirlwind of abuse went com- 
pletely unanswered. Mr. MacDonald] 
and Sir John Simon- sat for a few 
minutes consoling one another and 
seeking- v>’ f onset ihe sound of the 
mocking laughter which had swept over 
them. 

GOVERNMENT WEAKNESS 
It Wo 5 a general comment that the 
Government were, extremely weak in 
debating strength when they could put 
up no one immediately to give Mr. 
Churchill as good as he gave. 

The attack destroyed the atmo- 
sphere ot hope and amiability which 
earlier Mr. MacDonald had labori- 
ously sought to build up in a typical 
speech of intangible phraseology. 
The usual speech. 

“The speech.” Mr. Churchill had 
said, “with which we are so familiar. 
Mr, MacDonald has a' gift of compress- 
ing the, largest number of words inlo 
ihe smallest aniouui of Thought." 

Ambassadors and attaches of ni: 
countries crowded the diplomatic bench 
in discomfort to hear it. Peers packed 
their reserved benches. In the gal- 
leries and on the floor all seals were 
occupied by men ami women eager to 
know ihe fritiis of the Prime Minister's 
expedition to Europe. 

Only one concrete fact could be 
gleaned from the forty-minute oration, 
and it was more guessed than heard. 
This" was that Signor Mussolini’s- 
scheme, to which Mr. MacDonald is 
giving consideration, aims at soothing

The following passage is an exampb

The plan propobes that Che treat) 
should be carried, out within thofrairie 
work of the League of Nations, aVn 
ten years was indicated as the first 
period -of tJ»e treaty, should it be pos- 
sible to arrange it. 

“ Indications were also given* thar 
if this conception or urideraianditig be 
tween 'the Powers were adopted as an 
immediate aid 10 peace, as an imme- 
diate - contribution to the solution oi 
Europe's difficulties and dangers, 'the 
friendship engendered would havi 
further, beneficial consequences. 

REMARKABLE CORRECTION 

“Thai Would.be necessary, and' Ihe 
British -Government would work oui 
further details in this respect." 

Mr. Lloyd George: [retails of what 
Mr. MacDonald; Details of the plan— 
so as 10 HII It up— so that the plan may 
not have, as .Its general, purpose, peace, 
but Its big and almost only purpose, 
revision of treaties. The whole plan 
which I am explaining wc discussed 
with Signor Mussolini. I hope that is 
clear. (Loud laughter.)

MacDonald hacll 
not meant to say anything about re- 
vision of treaties. * " ' 

Ncxi u message was sent to the Press 
Gallery to await a further correction. 
The third attempt at writing the sen- 
tence was later delivered to the Press 
Gallery in the following words:— 

GENEVA IMPRESSIONS I : 

Jiie British • Government will work 
out details of the plf»a, so that the plan 
may not merely have as ils general 
purpose peace, and its big and almost 
only detail revision of treaties/' 

Mr- MacDonald llrst gave his impres- 
sions of Geneva and the Disarmament 
Conference, remarking : “ K 1 is guGtg ;o 
be no ini mediately accomplished job, 
the building pf long bridges that sepa- 
rate one Dorn another."

'* We expressed ourselves as .being 
very much interested and \ve promised to 
study the matter/* said Mr. MacDonald.

THE CONTRAST 
Sir John Simon, his chief, patted him 
affectionately on the shoulder as he sat 
down. 

The tribute, was in . remarkable con- 
trast to tho Prime Minister’s frigid, re- 
ception earlier.. 

Captain i Eden said that -the Govern- 
ment have brought a sense of reality to 
the disarmament conference by propos-. 
ing a . definite draft convention, and -thai 
the visit to Italy. if it secured the cb-j 
operation of Italy in the appeasement of 
the dispute between France and Cfer -1 
many, would make n. great 'step for- 
ward. . 

•Mr. Churchill heard himself repri- 
manded ;n (lowing. language for - his 
attack ou the Prime Minister. 

“.No ope// -said Captain Edfn,. “ ( ha« 
greater admiration ilian I for Mr, 
Churchill, a master of. quips and. jests. 
It six I could not help feeling thai ihe 
more mischievous the .quip the inorp 
he relished it. 

“He chose f-o make a personal attack 
on the Prime Minister for his band ucs, 
of foreign policy, which reminded 
many of us, of .the altitude of certain 
sections: or our own Press. He added 
to the style of that section'd the press 
the adornment of 'rhetoric of which he 
is a ; master, but 1 confess that I 
thought ihe embellishment only added 
to the offence.
